EF ORE I proceed to give an Ac- 
B count of the Second Volume # of 
Captain Cooke’s Voyage , I mutt in- 

form the Readers, that the Author has in- 
ferted in his IntroduGion, 1. The Particu- 
Jars of the Cargo of the Acapulco or Manila 
Ship, taken in the South-Sea. 2. A com-' 
pleat Lift of all the Commodities tranfported 
from feveral Parts of Europe into the Spanifh 
Weft-Indies. 3. Another Lift of the Com- 
modities brought from the Spamifh Weft-In- 
dies into Europe. 4. A more Particular Ac- 
count of the Manner how Alexander Sélkirk, 
an Englifhman , lived Four Years and Four 
Months in the Ifle of Juan Fernandes. Cap- 
tain Cooke has enlarged upon this Head, to 
fatisfy the Curiofity of fome Perfons , who 
wonder that fuch an Event fhould have been 
mentioned only by the By in the firft Vo- 
lume. “ To hear (fays the Author) of a 
‘* Man's living fo: Jong alone in a defart I- 
“ fland, feems to fome very furprifing ; and

“ any furprifing Dilcoveries ? Nothing lefs 
“ We have a downright Sailor, whofe only 
“ Seudy was how to fupport himfelf, during 
“ his Confinement ; and all his Converfati- 
** on with Goats ”. 

When the Duke and Dutchefs Frigates 
came up to the Ifle of Juan Firnandes, there 
appeared on the Shore a Man waving a 
white Flag. Some Officers coiing near 
@he Shore . heard him fpeak to them in Eng- 
lifo. He fhewed them a good Place to 
Land, and then ran along the Shore, in fight 
of the Boat, fo {wiftly, that the Native Goats 
sould not have out firipp’d him. He faluted 
the New-comers with great Joy, being fa- 
tisfied they were Englifh , and invited them 
to his Habitation. ‘The way to it being ve- 
ry troublefome, Captain Fry was the only 
Perfon, who bore him Company. The Cap- 
tzin having with much Difficulty climbed 
up and crept down many Rocks, came at 
aft to a pleafant {por of Ground fall of 
Grafs, and frnith’d with Trees, where he 
found two fmallHots indifferently built:One 
of them was the Lodging Room, and the o- 
ther the Kitchin. There was inthe Kitchia 
a Pot or Kettle to boil Meat , which skm 
axder Selkirk had carried Afhore from hig 
Ship : The Spit was his own Handy- work, 
of fach Wood as grew in the Ifland. His 
Bed, raifed from the Ground, on a Bed-ftead 
of bis own contriving , confifted of Goats 
Skins: The reft was fuitable to the Habi- 
tation. There was about it a parcel of 
Goats, which he had bred up tame, having 
taken them young ; they ferved to fupply 
bim upon Oxccafion, when he wanted wild 
Goats. 

Alewander Selkirk gave the following Ac- 
eount of his manner of living in that Ifland 
Having teken with him from Aboard the 
Cinque Forts Galley , to which he belonged, 
all theNeceffarics he wanted to provide for 
a Subfiftance in fuch a defare Place, he was 
at firft obliged to feed upon Seals, and fuch 
other Fith as he could get along the Shore; 
which proving a courfe Diet, put him upon 
a Necefliry of looking out for fome Variety 
‘There were Goats enough; but the Difficul- 
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was how to catch them among the 

Dd Mountains; for tho ley vie ae 
they would fometimes make their efcape in. 
to Places, where they could hardly be found 
Hunger, the Mother of Invention , made 
him try all manner of Expedients for the 
Support of Nature. He ufed himfelf to 
running, and f{crambling among the Rocks, 
till fome of the tender Kids fell a Prey to 
him; and by a long Pra&tice he became fuch 
a mighty Runner , that the moft nimble Goats 
could not efcape him. He knew all the By. 
Ways and Paths on the Mountains , could 
trip from one Rock to another, and let him. 
felf down the dreadful Precipices. Being 
arrived to this Perfeétion, his Life began to 
grow eafier, as having Fifh and Fleth for hig 
Table. He wanted Bread ; but Nature and 
the Spaniards had infome meafure fupphed 
that Defeét: Nature. by furnithing the Cab. 
bage Tree ( defcribed in the Ift Volume ); 
and the Spaniards , who firft inhabited that 
Ifland, by leaving there the Seeds of Tur. 
nips , and feveral other Roots , which have 
fince remained in the Ground. The Ifland 
afforded him frefh Water to quench his 
Thirft. Such were the Provifions of Als. 
ander Selkirk. He had an Ax and fome other 
Tools, and great plenty of Wood. One 
Day, as he was hunting a Goat, he fell into 
a Precipice ; but quickly recovered of his 
Bruifes. He is now in England. 


This Second Volume confifts of Two 
Parts. The firft is a Continuation of the 
Author’s Voyage , from Cali:fornia.into Exg- 
land 


I. Fanuary 10. 1709-10, Captain Cooke dee 
parted from Puerto Seguro in California, and 
arrived the : 1th of March at the Ifle of Guam, 
one of the Ladrones. Thofe Iflands were 
difcovered by the Famous Mageles., who 
was the firft thee failed through the Streight 
of his Name into the South-Sea He gave 
them the Name of Laedrewes , becaufe the 
Natives coming Aboard his Ships, ftole all 
the Iron Tools they could get, and then 
leap’d over Board. he Spanierds call them 
the Marian I/lanas. The Ile of Guam is 
bout ten Leagues in Length, and fix in 
Breadth Ic is very fruitful , and abounds 
with Cattle, Fowl, and Fifth. There are 
two Churches in it, and three Jefuirs, who 
inftru& the: Indians in the Chriftian 8 
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‘hic Ifland, and that of Sarpna % , are at 
Th posible of the Ladrones inhabited 
by che Spaniards , for thefe forty Years pait, 
ro fupply cheic Ships, trading from New 
Spain to the Philippine Jflands , with Provi- 
fons and Refiethments. 

The Spaniards of Guam fay , that one of 

their Ships failing formerly from Manca foc 
New Spain, difcovered feveral Iflands 
very Pieafane , and abounding with Gold, 
Amber-greafe , and other valuable Commo- 
dities, and gave them the Name of Solomon's 
Ifands. hey add, that feveral Ships have 
been (ent out in queft of thofe Ulands , but 
could never find them again ; and fome Pa- 
raos (a fort of Boats), which have ventured 
upon the fame Difcovery, not knowing how 
to fleer, when out of fight of Land , have 
never more been heard of. “ The aforee 
‘‘ faid Ship, having been diove by ftrefs of 
“ Weather upon an Ifland, it appeared chat 
the Agitation of the Vefflel had removed 
“ al] che Earch from about the Hearth of the 
‘* Furnace, which was fupplicd with fome 
“ taken fiom the faid I{land. When this 
‘* Ship arrived at Acapulce , removing that 
‘Barth, they found under it a Mails of 
‘* Gold, which the violent heat of the Fur- 
‘* nace had me'ted, and feparated from the 
“* Earth. The Commander furprized at this 
“ unexpe&ted Accident, acquainted the 
‘ Vice-Roy of Mexico, and G the King, 
“ who fitted out fome Ships to find the 
‘“* fame Ifland. They kept to the Seuthward 
“ of the Line, and could not find it, only 
“ one of thofe Five Ships returning home 
to New Spain”, 
The Natives of the Ifles of the Ladrones 
are well fhaped : Men and Women go ftark 
naked, but thofe, who live among the Spani- 
ards, cover their Secret Parts. Some have 
no Notion of a Deity : moft of them wor- 
fhip the Sun, and feveral other Creatures, 
according te every Man's particular Fancy. A 
Ship comes once a Year.co the Ifle of Guam 
from Manila, to fupply the Spaniards with all 
Neceflaries. 

The 21ft of March Captain Cooke left the 
Ifle of Guam, and failed for Batavia. The 
14th of April we “ perceived (fays he) f{e- 
‘‘ veral Spouts , which came very near our 
‘‘ Ship, looking like boiling Water, fmoak- 
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ing in a Circle, drawn up into the Air ; 


H Eight Leagues diftant from the Ife of Guam. 
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“sand when it comes near a Ship, for Want 
“ of the Moifture ic fucks, breaks, and may 
“ be of bad Confequence to the Decks, 
“ Mafts, Sails, and Rigging, if not preven- 
‘( ted. Befides that, ic is reputed very un- 
“ healthy, by Reafon of its hot Sulphurous 


“ Smell. When thefe Spouts cone near a 
“ Ship, we commonly fire Shor to break 
“ them, asthe Dutchefs did, the Day before, 
** at Two, which were juft under my Srern, 
** and broke one of them; for I could nor 
“ bring any of my Guns to bear upon them, 
*« and therefore clu'd up my Top.Sa'}s, and 
‘€ put the Ship before the Wind; which is 
“ the beit way to receive leaitDamage, when 
‘ they cannot be broke. It commonly 
* proves bad Weather after thefe Spouts ” 

Our Author gives us a fhore Account of 
the Menfins,&of fome Iflands in the£af- Indies. 
The Ifle of Gilofo is very large: The Capi- 
tal City has che fame Name; which is alfo 
the Name of a Kingdom. The Inhabitants 
are Mahometans. Mindanao is one of the 
Philippine Ifands, and the largeft nexe to 
thac of Luzon, where is the Spanifh chief 
Town of Manila The Ile of Mindanao is 
about Three Hundred Leagues in Circuir. 
Moft of the Inhabirants are Heathens about 
the Mountains, and Mahometans along the 
Sea-Coaft, except on the North Side, where 
the Spaniards have converted many of the 
Natives to Chriftianity. The King of Min. 
danao is tributary to Spain. “* The Mahome 
“ sans know very little of their Religion ; 
“* and the Idolaters are a brutal Sort of Peo- 
“ ple. There is on the Mountains a Breed 
* of perfect Blacks, who are fcarce a De- 
‘‘ gree above Beafts. Thefe, and many 
‘* other of the Natives, go ftark naked, and 
“« delight in being below Men, for the fo 
* much admired fake of Liberry ”, 

The Philippine-Jfands are fo many, that’tis 
no eafy thing to fix their Number: They 
lye from 5 to 22 Degrees of Northern Lati- 
tude; “ nut to extend them, as fome have 
“ done, to include Celebes, and many others, 
“ which cannot properly belong to them”. 
Luzon, the largeft of the Philippine I/fand:, 
was fubdued in the Year 1543. by Michael 
Lopex. de Legafpi: Others were afterwards 
conquered by Degrees; and the laft Con- 
queft was that of Mindanao, which Don Se. 


baftian Hurtado de Corcuera, Governor of the 
Philippines, began to reduce inthe Year 1635. 
The Author has pars in this part. of his 
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Book a fhort Account of the conftant Trade 
berween thofe Iflands and New-Spain. s > 

May 2. 1710. in the Morning, Captain 
Cocke faw a large Ring, like a Raiti-bow, 
quire round the Sun. ‘* We had often ( fays 
‘* be) a Ring or Bur about the Moon, and 
‘‘ feldom mifs'd of hard blowing Weather 
‘ foon after”. The Author believes that 
the U7? Indies are the worft Country in the 
World for Storms and Calms, and thick, 
rainy, unwho fome Weather. 

The 29th of the fame Month, a Prefent 
was fent to the King of the Ifle of Baton. 
A Noble-Man, who had neither Shoes nor 
Stockings, came the next Day to the Engl//h 
Commanders, and ask’'d them how they 
durft come to anAnchor there without Leave 
from the Creat King of Burton. However 
they met with a Civil Entertainment , and 
got. as many Provifions as they could defire. 
Tie King of Butom has Four Wives, and 
many Coocubines: He always goes bare- 
footed and bare-lege’d_ I omit feveral Par- 
ticulars relating to the Court of that Prince, 
to whom about Fifty Hands pay a yearly 
Tribute, The Inhabitants of Buton are all 
Mahomet ans. 

The 20th of June 1710. Captain Cooke 
came to an Anchor in Batavia-Road. 
“ John Read, (lays theAuthor) a young Man 
* belonging to the Dutchefs , venturing to 
“ fwim, had both his Legs fnapp’d off by a 
“ Shak , which at the Second Bite , before 
““ we could get him Aboard, took off the 
‘ Bottom of his Belly, fo that he was dead 
“ before we could take him up ”. 

On the 14th of OFebcr, Captain Cooke Jefe 
Batavia, and fail'd for the Cape of Good Hope, 
where he arrived the 30th of December. 
The Author defcribes that Cape, the Town, 
Gardens, Ove. And then gives us a fhort 
Account of the wild Inhabitants call d Hor- 
sentots. He obferves , among other things. 
that “they are not altogether ignorant of 
‘ the Being of a Deity #, whom they caii 
the Great Captain, and fay he is angry, 
when there happens any Storm of Thun- 
“der and Lightning. They pay fome 
‘* Worthip to the Sun and Moon; and when 
* the fhines at Night, danee and revel, in 
“ Honour of her, Every Man has as many 
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H Concerning the Religion of the Hottentots, 
sce the Lit Welame of thefe Memoirs, pagg. 88, 
ia my Account of M. Ludolfus’s Life. 
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“ Wives ashe can maintein , which are de. 
“ bauched by others, before they marry 
‘t shem, Gee.t ol | i | 

Captain Gooke departed fromm the Cape of 
Gasd Hope the 6th of 4pril-1 prt. and arrived 
in England the 2d of Ofoder. 


II. The Second Part’ of this Volume con. 
tains a Defcription of the Sea-Coafts, Head. 
lands, Soundings, Rocks, Sands, Shoals, 
Bays , Roads, Harbours, Rivers, Creeks , 
Ports, @vc. in the South.Sea from California to 
the Streights of Magellan, The whole has 
been tranflated from the Spanifs Manufcript 
Coafting P/ ets.

R. Camerarius has lately made a confide- 
i rable Stray at Turin, where he attended 
upon the Hereditary Paince of Wirtemberg , 
ashisPhyfician. It isfrom that City, that 
he writ the feveral Letters contained in this 
Volume. 


I. The Firft concerns Magick, and was 
occationed by a horrid Attempt of a Prifoner 
at Turin, who knowing that Criminals are 
fe: at Liberty upon the Acceffion of anew 
Prince to the Dominions of Savoy and Pied- 
mont, undertook to procure the Death of 
the Prince now reigning, by ftabbing a 
Wax Image, afrerhe had made ufe of feveral 
fuperftirious Ceremonies, and even of a 
Confecrated Hoft. That Man being con. 
vided of his wicked Defign, had his Flefh 
torn off with red hot Pincers ; and thea 
he w:s hanged and quartered &. 

Our Author enquires whether fuch wick. 
ed Operations may produce the defired Ei 
fe&t. Whereupon he obferves what a vait 
Difference there is between our Age and 
former times. Formerly, fays he, no body 
doubted of the Truth of Magick On the 
contrary, fuch was the Credulity of rhofe 
times, that they afcribed to the Magical 
Art every thing their Ignorance could not 
account for; but ( continues the Author ) 
fince Becker thas been pleafed to deny the 
Fxiftence of the Devil, or ac leaf to con- 
fine his Power, fo far as to affirm that he 
cénnot work upon Human Bodies, mof 
People run into another Extreme: They 
d'svelicve and laugh at all thofe Things, 
that are faid of Magick and the Deval’s 
Power. 

Dr. Camerariusis none of thofe, who give 
no Credit to Magick. He acknowledges 
that there are many fabulous Stories relating 
to that Subje&@ in many printed Books; but 
a¢ cannot beliéve they are all falfe : Some 





% Ansther Man [uffered the fame Punifhment 
st Turin for the fame Crime Sixty Years ago. 
t 4 Dutch Minifter of Amfterdam. 
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(fays he) are fo well attefted, that no 
body can deny them. He tel's us that he 
hes converfed with feveral Learned. Men, 
who did not believe that the Devil has the 
Power of infh&ing Difeafes; but they were 
at Jaft convinced of the contrary by feveral 
undeniable Stories, which he communicated 
to them. I fhall on'y mention one, of 
which our Author fays he was an ocular 
Witnefs. A Girl of Twelve Yeacs of Age, 
being grown Epileptick, was tormented 
with fuch violent Convulfions, that a trong 
Man could hardly keep her from rufhing out 
of her Bed. She irequently faw a certain Man, 
whom no body ee could fee , and dreadful 
Apparitions. After fhe had been fick for a 
long time, fhe began to complain of a greac 
Pain about her Noftrils ; and then feveral 
Feathers, and Threads, and other Naftinefs 
came out of the Corner of lier Eye; betides, 
fhe threw up fome Hair. These Girl had 
another Symptom, to which Dr. Camerarins 
was alfo prefent. She lay in her Bed, fur- 
rounded with many People: A Divine ftood 
by her, and gave her now and tien fome 
Comfort in the midft of her Convulfions. 
When we look’d upon her, fays our Author, 
fhe was pretty quiet; but as foon as we 
turned our Heads, ber Belly was as violent- 
ly ftruck, as if one of the ftrongeft Men 
had ftruck her with the Palm of his Hand. 
The Violence of the Blow made her fly up 
amto the Air, and cry out lamentably. This 
happen'd feveral times. De. Camerarixs 
fays that he carefully confidered the Coun- 
tenance of thofe who ftood by, the Hands, 
and the Situation of the Girl, and how the 
Bed was made: In fhort, he was convinced 
that there could be no Cheat in the Matter. 
At laft , the Girl recovered by the Help of 
Phyficians, and the has enjoyed a perfe&, 
Health for many Years. The Author adds 
that the Hiftory af this Difeafe appeared 
very wonderful to all thofe, who heard it ; 
e{pecially, when he fhewed them the Fea- 
thers, the Hair, the {mall Pieces of Al. 
monds, Gc. that came out of the Girl’s 
Eyes and Noftrils. 


Dr. Cameravius attacks the Free Thinkers of 
our Age in the following Words. Cur igitur 
( fays he ) conjulunt corruptum hunc judicem 
(rat.onem) wvirs tanto acumine , tanta mentis, 
ut credunt, vi prediti (des Efprets forts ) ? 
Cur fuam concipicndi vim regulam erum qua 
Seri 
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frert vel pofint , vel nequeant , efficere nom erue 
befcunt? Plerumque enim re.erunt, kes talia 
concips non pofe: eur vero equo anime kane fu- 
am concipiemdi impotentiam nom ferunt , quam 
ubique in tot slits, obvits etiam atque ordinaria 
ohjettis ipfimet agnofcunt, ac fatentur, ne mini- 
mi quidem graminis, multo minus infcéti prom 
duAionu modum, aut corpufeuli illorusm fire 
Auram, ob fummam exilitatem, ac fupendum 
artificium comcipere valentes, vel diftinum ejus 
habentes Ideam. Scilicet major authoritas ef, 
majus opere pretium, Deo in verbo {uo loquenti 
contradicere. 


Il. Inthe Second Differtation the Author 
treats of Vip.rs. He obferves, that the Phy- 
ficians of Turin look upon thofe Animals as 
the beft Remedy to recover and to keep up 
the Strength of fick People; that Vipers 
have a very {mall Tranfpiration ; that they 
can live feveral Months without any Nou- 
rifhment , as it appears from his own Expe- 
riments, and thofe of others The Famous 


M. Reai made the fame Obfervation about’ 


other Infe&s, fuch as the American Lizard , 
Scorpions, @vc. Whereas other Animals, 
that have not fucha Vifcous Juice, die much 
fooner, if they want Food. The fame Na- 
turalift cellsus, that Birds can hardly faft 
above Twelve or Thirteen Days, Eagles 
above Twenty, end Dogs above Twenry 
Four or Thirty. A Sable will live Ten 
Days without eating, Land-Tortoifes Eigh- 
teen Months, Vipers Ten Months, and an 
African Lizard Eight Months. 

The Air is fo clotely united with the 
vifcous Juice of Vipers, thac thofe Animals 
can live a Jong time without any External 
Air, even in the Pneumatick Engine. I 
have obferved, fays our Author, that the 
fmalleft Animals die in the Exhaufted Re- 
ceiver, but I could never kill any Viper in 
it Dr. Camerarius infers from thefe Obfer- 
vations, that the Vifcous Juice of Vipers, 
being full of Sale Volatile, clofely united to 
it, muft needs be very beneficial to thofe, 
who want to have their Blood recruited 
with Nutritive Particles: Which is che Rea- 


fon why Broths of Vipers are fo frequently 
uled at Turin. 
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Our Author informs us that Mr. Andry 
Surgeon toH. R. H. the Duke of Savoy. 
looking one Day upon his Vipers, and ha. 
ving touched one of them with a Quil] 
fhe rofe up, and bit one of his Fingers jn 
the Joynt. Mr. Andry took hold of her im, 
mediately, cut off her Head, ript up her 
Belly, fwallow’d her Heart and her Liver 
took fome other Antidotes, efpecially fome 
Volatile Salt of Vipers, and then made, 
deep Scarification in his Finger. His Arm 
fwellcd , and he had no Kelt in the Night ; 
however he quickly recovered ; and after. 
wards he ufed fome Broth of Vipers, the 
berter to drive away the Venom. 

It is now generally believed, that the 
Venom of a Viper lies only in its Gums, as 
M. Redi fhews by fevera) Experiments, 
That Excellent Natural:ft has aifo proved, 
that the fame Juice of a dead Viper, tho 
dried up and alrered by the Air, continues 
to be a dangerous Venom. 'Tisa furprizin 
thing that juch a fubtil and dreadful Poifon 
fhould do no Harm in the Stomach. Our 
Author afcribes the Reafon of it co its be. 
ing too much diflolved and weaken'd by the 
Mixture of other Juices, before it comes in. 
to the Blood. Dr. Mead is of another Opi. 
nion, in his Learned Treatife of Poifons;

Vipers are not equally venemous in all 
forts of Countries. The Author fays chat 
he made a Viper bite a Dog feveral Times; 
and yet the Dog never was the worfe for it. 
Dr. Baglivi, and fome other Authors , have 
obferved that Tarantula’s are not equally 
dangerous in all the Seafons of the Year, 
nor in all forts of Places There is a great 
Difference between thofe of Apulia, Naples, 
and Rome. The fame may be faid of Scor- 
pions. M. Redi maintains that thofe of Ita 
ly are not fo venemous as thofe of Africa. 
Our Author takes from thence occafion to 
make feveral Obfervations upon Dr Meaa’s 
Treatife above-mentioned , for which I tt 
fer the Readers to the Book it felf.
